Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

Examiner's Statement of Reason's for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

This Notice of Allowance is in response to the Decision by the Board on May 6, 2005. 

Prior art was found, the combination of Eggleston and Dedrick, which disclosed many of 
the features of the Applicant's claims. 

However, the Board found that the combination of Eggleston and Dedrick did not render 
obvious 'distributing the prize once a predetermined revenue has been generated 5 . The Board 
found that Eggleston disclosed distributing the prize once a predetermined threshold was met but 
not distributing the prize once a predetermined revenue has been generated. 

Hence, the Board stated that the prior art cited does not disclose the combination of the 
specific features stated above.
